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City Again 
Able To Give 
Employment 

County Votes Funds For 
Work On Spreading Grounds 
And Settling Basins 

The first extensive employment 
to be furnished by the City since 
street improvement projects were 
stopped by court proceedings sev¬ 
eral months ago, was assured as 
an immediate certainty Monday 
when the County Supervisors ap¬ 
proved the Council’s resolution 
requesting the allocation of $2000 
for flood control work and Im¬ 
provement of the Sierra Madre 
settling pasins and spreading 
grounds. 

At a fixed rate of 40 cents per 
hour, it is estimated that between 
two and three months' employ¬ 
ment, or 554 and a fraction man 
days will be furnished local work¬ 
ers, Ten men will be employed 
for eight-hour days, and the 
amount of work alloted every 
man will be determined by the 
city and the County Stabilization 
Bureau according to the need and 
circumstances of the individual. 

The city will take applications 
for labor, submitting the list of 
names to the Stabilization offic¬ 
ials for approval. Men and equip¬ 
ment are to be strictly confined 
to Sierra Madre. 

"We are through with red 
tape,” stated Business Manager 
A1 Myers as word of the Super¬ 
visors’ favorable action reached 
him Monday. "There is nothing 
now to stand in the way of men 
being put to work immediately. 
Our slogan, ‘Employment before 
Christmas,’ has proved to be 
more than an optimistic catch- 
phrase.” 

Detailed plans of the project 
itself have been drawn up by 
Assistant City Engineer Jack 
Hosford. An intake and sand- 
trap is to be constructed on Syc¬ 
amore at West Grand View, and 
an 164 foot parkway conduit to 
be built from there to the north¬ 
west bounds of the water depart¬ 
ment property. Altogether 3,800 
feet of conduit ditches, 5 feet in 
width, will be made to facilitate 
the operation of the settling bas¬ 
ins. A diversion dam on the 
spreading grounds will so part 
the waters that it will flow into 
■ both the old basins and the new 
ones that are now being made. 

An accurate table will be kept 
at the wells of the additional 
w.'iter which will be made avail¬ 
able through this work, and of 
the benefits derived. 

Whatever work is done on the 
local flood control and water sup¬ 
ply system will be distinctly per¬ 
manent improvement and it was 
because of this that the county 
made necessary funds available. 

Eventually, Mr. Myers says, 
street work will be resumed, but 
the water project offers the 
surest means of unemployment re¬ 
lief through the winter. Five 
men are employed, however, on 
street Improvement at pre.sent. 
Old wooden culvert coverings 
were replaced by concrete boxes 
at the intersection of Ilermosa 
and Highland, and the same is 
being done at Auburn anti Cen¬ 
tral. Excessive dips and rough 
crossings are thus being elimin¬ 
ated. 

At the comer of West Central 
and Baldwin gutters are being 
dug to afford better drainage, and 
rough paving is being tom up to 
be replaced by smooth roadway. 

Five men were employed 
through the city to work on the 
landscaping and grading work 
being done at the Mater Dolorosa 
Monastery, Mr. Myers states. An 
additional five are employed by 
the County Stabilization Bureau 
on the Santa Anita Canyon 
roadwoork.

Mrs. A. F. Snell has made the 
first batch of bread in the Con- 
I gregational Church ovens to be 
I distributed to the needy, and a 
i regular system of baking and dis- 
i tribution will be perfected shortly. 
. Announcement is made that the 
' junk business is expanding, and 
that it will be appreciated if 
everyone with old papers and 
other reclaimable material will 
phone 352-1. A truck is on call 
to make junk collections. Proceeds 
from the .sale of this material 
goes for the purchase of gro¬ 
ceries for the unemployed ware¬ 
house, and there is no overhead 
to cut down the welfare money.

Santa’s Aids 
Cautioned 
On Mailing 

No Delivery Anywhere On 
Christmas Day Or Day 
Following Thi.s Year 

With Christmas jmst around the 
corner. Postmaster Jessica Wright 
warns tho.se who are planning to 
send their gifts by mail to mail 
early. She says: 

“As Christmas comes on Sun¬ 
day this year and Monday is a 
legal holiday, there will be no 
mail delivered anywhere in the 
country on Sunday the 24th, or 
Monday the 25th, except special 
delivery. 

"Therefore packages and let¬ 
ters should be mailed early 
enough to insure their delivery by 
Saturday night. For the far East, 
packages should be mailed 10 
days ahead, by the 14th or 15th. 
As the distance shortens, the time 
necessary does also, but it is 
wise to allow at least two days 
above normal time. 

"We are receiving many In¬ 
quiries about rates on Christmas 
cards. Such cards, with no writ¬ 
ing except name and address of 
sender, may be mailed in unsealed 
envelopes for 1 >/2 cents each. In 
sealed envelope.^ they take the 
first cla.ss rate, the same as let¬ 
ters, 3 cents, and as much writ¬ 
ten on them as the .sender wishes. 

"For the few days before 
Christmas, the volume of letters 
and cards increases approximately 
two hundred per cent. Therefore 
it is impossible to deliver before 
Christmas, cards mailed the last 
minute. In this office we can 
guarantee delivery on Saturday 
of all cards mailed here not later 
than Friday night. Of course we 
will do our beat to get everything 
clMined up before we clo.se Satur¬ 
day night, but we can't promise 
delivery on cards mailed .Satur¬ 
day. You .see, extra help isn't 
of much use because someone 
acquainted with the routes has 
to route and tie up the packages 
and our regular force is limited. 
One pair of hands can handle 
only so many pieces of mail in an 
hour, even under full steam. 

“.\11 packages should be se¬ 
curely wrapped and packed. Use 
strong paper or boxes and heavy I 
twine. Valuable mail should be 
in.siired or registered. 

"Christm.as is not a good time 
to mail articles easily broken, 
with tons and tons of sacks piled 
in the cars and trucks, it is apt 
to go hard with dainty little doo¬ 
dads, or cut glass, or .such, 
packed in a light box and at the 
bottom of the sack at the bottom 
of the pile. And such things seem 
to have a fatal faculty of reach¬ 
ing bottom. All breakable articles 
must be labeled ‘Fragile.’ 

"For the men's attention: Boxes 
of cigars wrapped in paper will 
not be accepted. They must be 
packed to avoid damage from 
shock or jar. 

"The limit of weight for parcel 
post packages is 70 pounds and 
a package cannot exceed 100 
inches in length and girth com¬ 
bined. Measure the long way once 
and around once and add the two. 
Even a fraction of an inch over 
will cause the package to Iw re- 
fu.sed. 

"Senders should put their own 
name and address on the upper 
left hand coiuer and the name 
and address of the receiver on 
the lower right hand corner of 
one side of the package only. Ink 
should be u.sed, not pencil which 
rubs and blurs. Thousands of 
packages go astray every year 
becau.se of poorly written ad- 
drc.sses. It takes only a few more 
minutes to write it plainly and it 
may save a big disappointment. 

"Tell our people that the clerks 
cannot wrap, tie or address pack¬ 
ages for them, they have too 
much el.se to do. All packages 
should be ready to go when 
brought to the window. 

"My staff is very proud of the 
record they have had for many 
years for efficient handling of the 
Christmas rush and they appre¬ 
ciate the cooperation they have 
had from our public. With the 
same cooperation this year, we 
are confident there will be no 
delayed gifts to be blamed on us. 
We are all ready to be Santa’s 
delivery force in Sierra Madre.”

The biU of complaint filed by 
Linn sets forth that ordinance 
No. 348 having been declared in¬ 
valid, the city is without legfal 
authority to collect any assess¬ 
ments for work done under the 
ordinance’s operation. 

As a matter-of-fact, asssessment 
rolls were completed several 
months ago and 40 per cent of 
the assessments have already 
been paid for out of the general 
fund, fropi which any damages 
that might be allowed would also 
have to be taken. 

An effort is being made to 
form an organization of Canyon 
Park property owners to resist 
payment of asscssmeents for Can¬ 
yon Park road improvements re¬ 
cently completed. A petition in 
circulation proposes to engage 
Mr. Linn as attorney for $400, to 
represent the objecting property 
owners. It is contended that the 
city has levied a surplus assess¬ 
ment to cover possiible delin¬ 
quencies. 

Mr. Linn addressed a meeting 
of the disaffected property owners 
two weeks ago. outlining his plan 
to resist the payments.

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CALIFORNIA HOLLY 
By Jessie Ward Russell 

H ave you noticed how verj/ 
beautiful the native Christ¬ 
mas Berry plants are this season ? 
The hot, dry autumn has been to 
their liking. Or perhaps you have 
not seen any, for they are not 
very plentiful. I wonder that they 
are not used more in the land¬ 
scape garden. They have so many 
fine points to be considered. 

As they are a native tree they 
will grow even if neglected, but 
we do not advise this treatment 
for under cultivation they grow 
luxuriantly and bear many more 
and larger berries. Unlike some 
of our native shrubs that will not 
stand pampering, the Christmas 
berry takes to food and water 
kindly and thrives upon it. 

Naturally the California holly 
grows into a largo bushy shrub, 
but it can be trained into a 
symetrical tree with a single 
trunk if prunned and staked 
while young. 

The tree form will make splendid 
avenue trees. They can be used 
also as specimen shade trees in 
the yard or up private drives.

The bush-form is very helpful 
for background planting in shrub¬ 
bery masses or in shrubbery' bor¬ 
ders along the property lines or 
wherever a large shrub is desired 

It is almost impossible to trans 
plant a California Holly from its 
native state. But they will trans¬ 
plant reaouy rrom containers in 
which they have been grown 
Therefore, they are grown in 
nurseries by changing them from 
one container to another as the 
roots expand, when transplanted 
into the ground at last they go 
right on growing as if they had 
never been disturbed. When 
once in their permanent position 
and given water and food, they 
grow remarkably fast and soon 
come into berry. 

I have wondered sometimes 
why people who have pieces of 
rough land to waste where fruit 
trees can not profitably be 
grown, do not plant a grove of 
holly berries for there is a mar¬ 
ket for the berries at Christmas 
time. 

Even one Christmas berry plant 
in the garden should supply the 
house with its Christmas decora¬ 
tions. 

There are many shrubs that 
produce red berries at Christmas 
time that can easily be grown in 
the garden but somehow there is 
nothing that really suits for 
Christmas decorations as our 
own native Holly Berry or 
Photinea Arbutifolia, as it is 
called by the nursery man.

any attempts to modify or weak¬ 
en the trespass act. 

Many business groups, including 
the State Chamber of Commerce, 
have gone on record as firmly 
opposed to any change in the 
present law, backing up the stand 
taken by the Caliiomia Cattle¬ 
men's Association, the Agricul¬ 
tural Legislative Committee of 
California, the California Wool 
Growers Association and other 
ou^tanding farm bodies. 

Strengthened at the last ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature after a 
prolonged and bitter battle, the 
trespass law will have added 
backing this year, due to the fact 
that the Senate, under the new 
reapportionment act, will be pre¬ 
dominantly a rural house. 

The present law, which per¬ 
mits an owner of unfenced and 
uncultivated land to post against 
trespass by placing signs on un¬ 
fenced property at the rate of 
three to the mile, was directed 
chiefly against hunters, due to 
the heavy losses suffered by live- 
stockmen. 

Anglers, however, still enjoy 
broad privileges under the tress¬ 
pass act and will probably fight 
shy of a legislative skirmish 
which might react against them. 

Certain it is that agriculture, 
already beset by problems which 
threaten its very existence, can¬ 
not afford to let down the bars 
to wholesale tresspassing on farm 
property. The farmer’s right to 
earn a living must take prece¬ 
dence over the sportsman's de¬ 
sire to hunt. 

LACK OF MOISTURE 
MAY DAMAGE MANY 
CITRUS ORCHARDS 

Citrus trees are still using 
moisture even though the irrigat¬ 
ing season is nearly over, accord¬ 
ing to Farm Advisor W. H. Wil¬ 
liams. 

The "rainy season is upon us, 
but there is no rain,” says Wil¬ 
liams, “and growers who irrigate 
only according to the calendai 
may fiend their orchards full of 
‘off bloom’ or badly burned b> 
dry w'inds, provided the soil gets 
too dry.” 

The soil should be carefully ex¬ 
amined by digging down at least 
a foot into the root zone and 
whenever the upper foot of the 
I root zone is dry, water should al- 
I ways be applied. This allows for 
I root growth to proceed and the 
' trees to obtain a stronger condi- 
1 tion for the support and sizing 
! of the next set of fruit.
